APPENDIX B - Data Sources

Federal regulations require that all readily available data be used to develop the 303(d) List. Like
most states, Maryland’s 303(d) List is based largely on the data collection and assessment that
underlies the 305(b) Report of the State’s water quality. A joint MDE/DNR data request letter
was widely advertised for the solicitation of data for this years list. Data must be in a form that
does not require extensive data format manipulation to be useable for decision-making. The
decision process for 2004 303(d) listings also incorporated data from the following sources.
